pbout The Pageant 


“OLE COKE COUNTY - Home of the Rabbit Twisters”, was written and directed by Lucile Bryan in 1976 asa project 
of Robert Lee Bicentennial Committee. Her primary source of information was Jessie N. Yarbrough’s, History of Coke 
County, Home of the Rabbit Twisters. The play was produced on Robert Lee High School stage by Coke County citizens 
and decendents of old timers from Robert Lee and Bronte, numerous rural communities in the county, and from several 


college campuses. 


A long range plan of the Bicentennial Committee was to construct an amphitheatre and to produce a play annually to 
perpetuate knowledge of the area’s heritage, and to give opportunity for county-wide cultural recreation through drama. 
As a result of positive action, Coke County Pageant Association, Inc., was organized in 1977. Mountain Creek 
Amphitheatre was built in 1978 with the first annual production of “OLE COKE COUNTY - Home of the Rabbit Twisters” 
shown under the auspisis of the new organization to appreciative audiences July 28 - 29, 1978. The sixth annual 
production will be seen July 22 - 23, and July 29 - 30, 1983. 





COKE COUNTY 


Some people give Wilson and Lucile Bryan most of the credit for creating 
Mountain Creek Amphitheatre and'the musical pageant. How did they do it? 
They explain, “We were available, the time was right, and many Coke County 
citizens pitched in to help.” 


Lucile Bryan, B.A., M.A., Sul Ross University, spent the last twenty-one 
years of her teaching career in Robert Lee as Elementary School Music 
Teacher. Those were the happiest of her thirty-nine years in classrooms 
because, she exclaims, “It was such fun to present two annual musicals with all 
of my pupils, kindergarten through grade six, on stage!” She loves writing for 
and directing large casts, but she admits “OLE COKE COUNTY - Home of the 
Rabbit Twisters” is her most challenging creative effort. 


Wilson Bryan, retired sand, gravel, and concrete business man, easily 
visualized Mountain Creek Amphitheatre when he located the wasteland just 
below Robert Lee’s City Lake on Mountain Creek. Many people on both sides 
of the county were asked their opinions concerning the location. The general 
feeling was favorable because it was adjacent to Coke County Recreation 
Center, two baseball fields, and other county recreation facilities; electricity was 
already available; the area was made available to the Association at no expense; 
and no other land was offered as an alternative. Work on the theatre was begun 
December 7, 1977. 


The Bryans believe in the value of “OLE COKE COUNTY - Home of the 
Rabbit Twisters.” Their dream that Coke County Pageant Association, Inc., 
might live, that its purposes might prosper, and that more and more Rabbit 
Twisters would become involved, has become a reality. Numerous young 
people are writing script, composing music, and directing. Others create props 
and work with construction and operation of the theatre and its light and sound 
systems, thus providing continuity and growth of the play and the organization.
